There are also troul ill the lakes and 
streams. There is much eoid excitement 
en ruck ereok, in Osoyoos, where placer 
and iptarlz mining promises t,i be abun- 
dant lj follow ed in future.

The price of land in Brownsville has 
been steadily on the increase for the last 
year. 

Delta municipality is constructing a 
main ditch from Crescent creek a mile 
and a quarter long. It is 25 feet wide at, 
the top anil lit feel wide at the bottom, 
and live feet iloep. Along .section lines 
are branches, thus giving half-sections on 
either side drainage. The earth from the 
excavation being deposited on the roads 
in the disl rict.

FOND OF FORGING. 

Hurry 0. Brletowe Finally in .Jail — Ills Pen- 
chant for Swindling All Those with 
Whom He Comes in Contact. 

The Stiii Francisco Ohranide contains 
the following with reference to u charac- 
ter well known in thia city and Vancou- 
ver, lie is now under arrest in Port- 
land: 

When Henry (). Prist owe (ifHt landod 
upon this continent there wore several 
Englishmen who were disposoel to regard 
him as an unfortunate gentleman, who, 
though very much addicted to drink and 
the company of disreputable people, was 
good at heart, and only required some 
wholesome home influence to keep him 
from wicked ways, which all good persons 
consider a veritable panacea in working 
wonders with genteel criminals. 

Harry was not an ill-looking fellow, and 
with his peculiarities had a hale-follow- 
well-niet manner, a somewhat insinuating 
address, a well-regulated thirst, somewhat 
shabby though ox -stylish clothes, and in 
the button-hole of the coat's Lappel was 
always displayed a rose. This, with a 
cane, and a stock of unbounded conceit, 
tm unlimited imagination concerning his 
antecedents, be managed to introduce 
himself into the confidence of some Eng- 
lish families in this city. 

Meeting with a gentleman whose sym- 
pathies for all Britons are readily awak- 
ened, Bristowe was introduced to other j, 
became a cricketer, and so far succeeded 
in gaining for himself friends that he fell 
in love with it Miss Maynard, of this city, 
and eventually married her, much to the 
sorrow, subsequently it is alleged, of the 
girl and her relatives. 

Bristowe claimed that he landed here 
with something like Si), (XX), tho result of 
Bales of his property in Australia, but as 
he was completely unknown during this 
period of extraordinary affluenco, his tale 
was not very generally credited. 

Among his other peculiarities Harry 0. 
Bristowe had a mania for writing, and 
furnished a friend with an autobiography 
in which he affirms that drink has always 
been his curse, and further, that "1 date 
my unfortunate love of drink to tho fact 
of my drinking before breakfast." 

His early life) was not, according to his 
account, a very creditable one. Ho says 
in this interesting sketch that he was "ex- 
pelled from Harrow for behaving wrongly 
to one of the masters; injured his eye- 
sight with an ink-bottle," and further that 
he narrowly escaped expulsion from Sand- 
hursi Military College for insulting a su- 
perior officer. Ho, according to hiB ac- 
count, however, eventually joined the ser- 
vice and was forced to leave it on account 
of monetary matters, and embarked from 
Australia, where he worked as a postmas- 
ter and several times drove largo bands of 
cattle, at whicli occupation ho made con- 
siderable money. But his main pleasure 
was in getting hopelessly drunk and keep- 
ing so for several weeks, and on one of 
these occasions "a circumstance occurred 
for which I was, unjustly 1 firmly bolievo 
in this case, sent to jail for nine months. 
Here I associated with criminals and 
had it not boon for occasional letters from 
my mother, which had somo ofl'oct in 
helping me, I should have become utterly 
hand led and bad. When I got out, I 
raised all too money I could, some $15,- 
000, and came to San Francisco. On 
board the Zealandia coining from Austral- . 
lia bore 1 mado all sorts of good resolu-. 
tions, and tho night before we arrived 1 
fell overboard. It may seem strange that 
a circumstance like this should have been 
the cause of my becoming the drunkard 
and wretch I did during my lirst nine or 
ten months in San Francisco. 

Bristow e, then, in his confession, draws 
an elaborate picture of his troubles, how 
he got well and how he again fell sick, 
borrowed i?10O0 on the strength of his 
father's mime, who, he alleges, has an im- 
portant official position in the Duchy of 
Lancashire. 

After several vicissitudes he went, down 
to Modesto to edit a paper, but finding 
there was not enough work for him, he 
employed himself by getting advertise- 
ments for the journal with which he was 
connected. Coming back to this city he 
found employment with a friend in the 
tea business and defrauded him and gra- 
tified him with this elaborate autobiogra- 
phy, showing that he was an utterly worth- 
less object. He then found employment 
on two weekly papers and defrauded one 
to the extent of $200 by securing for them 
spurious advertisements, on which he col- 
lected commission. One of those papers 
was paid back by his wife's family, the 
lady depositing her jewelry with the pro- 
prietor as a guaranty that tho deficiency 
should be made good and consequently 
he was not prosecuted. Bristowe then 
wont north, and finally, on May 30th last, 
was arrested for passing worthless bank 
checks, anel is now held in Portland on a 
charge of forgery. Mrs. Bristowe is now 
in Los Gatos, having recently gone there 
from Victoria.

CLERGYMAN'S HORSE AND BUGGY 
FOR SALE. 

To the Editor:— Your correspondent 
must either have been away from home 
for some time, or like the bears have gone 
to sleep for three e>r four months of the 
year, as he informs us that some seven or 
eight months ago a public concert was 
held in an adjacent: district, to complete 
the purchase of a horse and buggy for tho 

Rev. Mr. . Now, sir, before going 

into any details on the subject, or trying 
to enlighten those- interested in the mat- 
ter, 1 would say that the concert was hold 
in the Metchosin school house .July 19th, 
188ti, to aid the Rev. W. Head, in paying 
for a horse that he had bought, or waB 
about to buy. I will now endeavor to set 
this matter in its true light before tho 
public, and try to be as brief as possible. 
Having been asked to contribute towards 
the purchase of ahorse for the clergyman, 
and being told that the Esquimalt people 
had given him a buggy, and the least 
that we could do in^Metchosin would bo 
to got him a horse, or try todo something 
towards paying for one, I said that I was 
quite willing to dei all that lay in my 
power, and the end of it was we held a 
concert and the proceeds, amounting to 
some £80 odd, including $10 from each of 
our members and $5 from Mr. Shakes- 
peare, was handed over to one of tho 
church-wardens, who gave Mr. Head §50 
to help pay for the horse, and afterwards 
S.'JO to pay for repairs on the buggy which 
the Esquimalt people had given him. 
This settles the concert affair. Judge of 
my surprise on receiving a letter from Mr. 
Head a little before Christinas requesting 
mo to help him in some way pay £80 that 
was duo on his buggy, and which had to 
be paid before the new year. 1 could 
scarcely understand it, but on learning 
that the people of Esquimalt had never 
given a dollar, nor even thought of such a 
thing, I applied to a few of my friends 
and raised $50, which I handed over to tho 
revorned gentleman, who, with what 1 
gave him, paid the amount due. Lest tho 
public should bo misled as to who they 
were 1 shall here give their names: 

R. Dunsmuir, $20 ; a Friend, $10 ; C. 
Dueling, $10 ; B.C. Baker, $b. This was 
not given into a public or private fund, 
but to me, as wo supposed,! for a good 
cause. 

Will any one .iter becoming acquainted 
with these facts think that his lordship 
would stop the sale oi Lie horse anel bug- 
gy ? [think not: neither could any ono 
call it a piece of sharp practice, us the 
money was. given to Mr. Head, not to be 
left for his successor, and 1 think that Mr. 
Head has a perfect right to sell his horse 
and buggy and do as he wishes with the 
money. 

Who, 1 ask, are his superiors ? Certain- 
ly not those parties who are hiding be- 
hind tho limn pepluine of "Subscriber to 
the Fund. Lot them give t heir names in 
full, so that we may know who they are 
and to what creed or class they bolong. 
There are only one or two in tho dis- 
trict that gave anything other than 
pay their dollar for admittance into 
the concert, and 1 think that, after having 
a substantia] t ea and an evening entertain- 
ment, they can have no say in the matter, 
and I am sure those in Victoria who so 
willingly gave their mite, would not be a 
party to anything so mean, and if, as 
"Subscriber to the Fund" says it is, a 
dashing turnout, $130 would not have 
gone far. towards paying for it. 

Hoping you will give this a place irf 
your valuable paper, and that you will 
agree with me in saying truth is mighty 
and it will prevail, and Hoiiisoit qui nudv 
peruse. I very much regret Mr. Head's 
leaving here, anel hope that ho may be 
more successful in his next field of labor, 
whorovor that may be, he can however 
rest assured that he carries with him the 
best wishes <>f myself and family.

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OUR BOUNDARY. 

In a discussion which took place in tho 
commons in committee of tho whole on "An 
act respecting tho Banff National Park," 
same interesting matters other than those 
directly referring to the [>ark were brought 
out. Hon. Mr. Mclnnes said ke was not 
aware until now that it was claimed that 
this park or any portion of it was in the 
Northwest territory. He always took it 
for granted that it was entirely in tho pro 
vince of British Columbia until lie heard 
to the contrary. Hon. Mr. Kaulbach said 
it was not, whereupon Senator Mclnnes 
retorted that he knew tho honorable gen 
tleman from Lunenburg paid a visit to 
the Paeitic coast last summer, and doubt- 
less he had gained a large amount of in- 
formation with respect to that country, 
hut he (the speaker) doubted very much 
if tho vast fund of knowledge the honor- 
able gentleman doubtless acquired on t hat 
trip was such as to entitle him to bo taken 
as an authority as to whether this park 
w.«,s wot in British Columbia and in 
tho Northwest territory. The eastern 
boundary of the province of British Col- 
umbia has not yet been definitely fixed. 
He took it for granted that tho park was 
entirely in British Columbia until he 
heard the statement of the loader of the 
government that it was necessary to ex- 
tinguish any claim tho Hudson Bay Com- 
pany might have to any lands within tho 
boundary of this park. The Hudson Bay 
Company have no claims whatever on the 
lands in British Columbia. With respect 
to the minerals also, doubtless the leader 
of the government was aware that the 
government of British Columbia claim all 
the minerals within the forty miles rail- 
way belt extending from the seaboard of 
British Columbia to the eastern boundary 
of the province, and he understood a test 
case had been brought boforo the 
courts, or is to be brought before 
tho courts, in order to establish the 
ownership of those minerals, whether 
they really belong to tho government of 
Canada or the government of British Col 
umbia. If it has been decided that the 
minerals within the railway belt belong 
to the province of British Columbia all 
mining operations within tho park will 
be conducted under the regulations of, 
and subject to the government of British 
Columbia. Ho merely called tho atton 
tion of tho leader of the government to 
this matter in order avoid future dis 
putes. As far as the name of tho bill 
was concerned lie was very much pleased 
that it was to be changed, and he consid 
ered the present one meaningless. He 
hoped the House would eidarge the name 
a little and call it tho "Dominion Rocky 
Mountains Park." By this name tho park 
will be localized and strangers and 
foreigners, whenever they hear tho name, 
will know that the park is in Canada. He 
liked tho name of Canada and wanted to 
have it in some way or other connected 
with the park. It woidd localize th 
park, as our neighbors to tho south hav 
also parks in the Rocky Mountains. 

Upon Senator Ogilvie saying that as to 
any difficulty from British Columbia 
miners or tho Brit ish Columbia govern- 
ment was concerned, he did not think then 
need bo any cause of uneasiness. Senato) 
Dickey said the park was not in Britis] 
Columbia at all. Senator Mclnnes asked 
whero and when the eastern boundary of 
British Columbia was settled; when Sen- 
ator Dickey, who seemed to know it all, 
replied: "Tho summit of the Kooky moun- 
tains;" which led Senator Mclnnes to add: 
It is only ah assumed boundary — the bound- 
ary has not been definitely settled. 

Wonderful how much some of these 
Senators know I 



THE FISHERIES DISPUTE. 

An interesting debate occurred in the 
senato when Senat or Maodonald enquired, 
"Whether in the event of an agreement 
of a temporary character, based on some 
of tho provisions of the treaty of Washing- 
ton, being arrived at with the government 
of tho United States of America on tho 
question of the fisheries, will the govern- 
ment of the Dominion see that the pro- 
vince of British Columbia is included in 
Bueh an agreement, so that its products of 
Hnh and oil may bo admitted into tho 
United States on the same condition as 
tho liko products of tho other provinces 
of the Dominion I" He said that his rea- 
son for asking this question was that 
British Columbia did not come under tho 
Treaty of Washington, and did not enjoy 
any of the advantages of that treaty; and 
in tho ovont of any arrangement being 
made horoafter tho province thought it 
ought to have the benefit of it tho same as 
any province of the Dominion. Hon. 
Mr. Abbott, in answer, said that the 
government would dp all in its powor to 
procure the most favorable terms practi- 
cable in respoet of tho fisheries for all 
sections of the Dominion, wit hout any dis- 
tinction. Hon. Mr. Kaulbach, of Lun- 
enburg said that if tho protended claims 
of our neighbors to tho sovereignty of tho 
soa off tho Pacific coast were maintained 
we would have very littlo iishonos to pro- 
tect Last year Uioy claimed very exclu- j 



sive rights over those waters ami seized 
somo of our vessels, contrary to treaty 
rights and tho law of nations, and also to 
tho claims which thoy sot up themselves 
on tho Atlantic coast. He thought tho 
Russians claimed tho sovereignty of the 
seas on tho Pacific down to the 51st do- 
groo of latitude, and tho United States, 
since tho purchase of Alaska, want to go 
back to tho rights that Russia claimed so 
far back as 1820, which extended, he 
thought, 100 miles oil* the coast in Boh- 
ring's soa. Hon. Mr. Mclnnes said he 
was very glad this matter had boon 
brought before the notice of the govern- 
ment. Perhaps it was not understood 
that although British Columbia became 
part and parcel of tho Dominion of Canada 
some six woeks aftor tho treaty of Wash- 
ington was ontorcd into, that province 
wss not allowed any of tho advantages 
which tho othor provinces of tho Domin- 
ion enjoyed under that treaty. It was 
entirely excluded and treated as if it did 
not belong to tho Dominion at all. The 
Hon. Mr. Abbott said in regard to the 
pretensions of tho American government 
as to open soa fishing in tho noigborhood 
of Alaska, that is receiving tho attention 
both of our government and of the govern- 
ment in England; and ho did not think 
from what ho had scon — though ho knew 
nothing of it officially — that the preten- 
sion on tho part of tho United States to 
tho control of tho deep sea fishing, 100 
miles from tho coast would be sustained. 

RUSSIAN LITERATURE. 

For moro than a year there has been 
what might be called a boom in Russian 
literature on this continent . Translations 
of Tolstoi, Gogol and Dostoievsky have 
followed in quick succession, and several 
thrifty publishers have been quick to take 
advantage of tho new interest in authors 
who wore before regarded as quite outside 
the domain of our sympathy and interest. 
It is now more than ten years since pass- 
ing interest was excited in Tourgonioff by 
tho publication of a series of translations 
of his best works. Some of these trans- 
lations, notably that of "Fathers and 
Sons," were made directly from the Rus- 
sian, and were instinct with a curious, 
outlandish charm not to bo found in 
French or German novels. Others were 
mainly filtered through the French, and 
thus lost much of this character flavor. 
These books by tho masters of modern 
Russian literature, however, made only a 
temporary impression on the reading pub- 
lic. Thoy wore soon forced into the hack- 
ground by a fresh literary sensation, and 
several years aftor Eugene Schuyler at- 
tempted to revive the dormant interest in 
Russian literature by translating "Tho 
Cossacks" of Tolstoi, the book fell flat, 
despite tho literary merit of bis work. 
When Count Tolstoi made a stir by his 
advocacy of communism and his retire- 
ment from his lino estates to a cobbler's 
bench, there was at once an eager desire 
to learn more of the writings of this 
singular man. Translations of his great 
historical novel, "War and Peace;" of his 
autobiography, entitled "Childhood, Boy- 
hood, Youth, and of several minor works 
wore issued in rapid succession. Every- 
one recognized the hand of a master, and 
tho appetite created by Tolstoi's works 
craved other strong meat from semi-bar- 
baric Russia. So we have hud translations 
of Gogol's "Taras Bulba," "Dead Souls," 
"St. John's Eve" and other tales, and no 
Iobb than two villainous attempts to put 
into English Dostoyevsky's "Crime and 
Punishment." Short stories and sketches 
■by Totirgenieff were also put into more 
or Iosb indifferent English to cater to the 
public taste for anything Russian. 

This passion for Russian literature can- 
not bo regarded merely as a transient 
craze. It is prompted partly by curiosity, 
of course, but there is a higher motive in 
the desire of the reading public to get 
some idea of the literature of a people 
who present such curious social anomalies 
as tho Russians. Nationality always comes 
out sternly in tho literature of any coun- 
try whoso great writers break away from 
foreign trammels and attempt to put into 
permanent form the genius of tho race. 
Russia, after a long period of painful imi- 
tation of French models, declared her 
literary independence, and in Tourgonioff'' 
Tohitoi and Gogol she has found interpre- 
ters of her singular national character, 
with its Slavic indolence, its tierce up-, 
heavals of passion, its dreamy melancholy, 
Its tendency to discuss tho vital questions 
of philosophy which come home to every 
thinking man and woman and demand an 
answer. Somo of these olonients have 
boon brought out by one, some by another 
of the great novelists to whom we have re- 
ferred. All have traits of kinship which 
show tho Slavic nature that underlies for- 
eign culture and foreign influence. Noth- 
ing in modern European literature is like 
the work of these men. Several French 
writers of undoubted ability have tried to 
iioitate them, but tho gulf is world-wide 
between the original and the imitation. 
Tho Frenchman discusses philosophy in 
the same jaunty way that he argues on 
any canon of literary art. The German 
talks on all (.ides of any problem of life 
and mind, but tho passion of the investi- 
gator soi.ins to be uppermost. The Rus- 
sian, on the other hand, feels keenly the 
force of every question in morals or phil- 
osophy that he touches. The primal man, 
who has never learned to conceal his de- 
sires and passions appears under tho lit- 
terateur, forcing you to listen to his talk 
by tho fervor anil sincerity of Ids appeals, 
There is no simulation about it; it is the 
genuine expression of souls yearning for 
more light; it knows no language, no 
creed, ho nationality. So we have the 
anomaly of the strong spirit, of liberty ex- 
isting under tho most despotic government 
in Europe. 

Tho philosophical strain runs through 
nearly everything these Russian novelists 
have written. It forms the basis of 
Tourgenieff'B works. In "Fathers and 
Sons," in "A Nest of Noblemen," in 
Virgin Soil" and in "Spring Floods" the 
whole story turns on the problems of life 
which the heroes and heroines are at- 
tempting to solve. Whether tho chief 
character bo materialist or idealist one 
never escapes from these discussions, 
which seem to have a fascination for the 
Russian. Gogol ill "Taras Bulba" con- 
fines himself to a magnificent description 
of the barbaric Russian and of tho wild 
beauty of tho Steppes, but in "Dead 
Souls" ho lays bear the hypocrisies of 
modern Russian life, and in his other 
works ho reveals tho tendency to dwell on 
the Bombro questions that usually form no 
part of tho field of the novelist. Dos- 
toyovsky carries this somewhat to an un- 
pleasant extreme. Though he has boon 
highly praised by some English-speaking 
critics, wo failed to seo anything more 
than crude power in his painful studios of 
Russian life. Ho is an idealist, with small 
conception of any practical bounds of 
morality. Honco his heroine in "Crime 
and Punishment is repulsive to t ho read- 
er, because she coolly violates most of tho 
rules which wo have been trained to re- 
gard as broken only by those who put 
thonisolvos outside tho pale of social law. 
He is entirely beyond the domain of the 
practical and his reform social menage is n 
aricafuro of real life, which would bo 
farcical wore it not for the deep earnest- 
ness of tho man.

Russian literature that we have yot had 
an opportunity to judge of in translations 
— there can ho no question of tho desire 
of the novelists to embody tho great 
philosophical and social tendencies of the 
ago and nation. In this they show an 
ambition fir higher than that of the nov- 
elists of any othor country, and. though 
thoir passion for philosophy frequently 
loads them astray in an artistic souse, yet 
tho work of all these representative Rus- 
sians is moro thoroughly national than 
that of the great body of novelists. 
These men all have something which they 
must utter. They have what the revival- 
ists stylo a call to preach the gospel of 
social and intellectual emancipation, and 
they preach it with a fervor and eloquence 
which compels attention. With tho ex- 
ception of Dbstoyevsky they are all ac- 
complished literary artists, whoso work 
may bo studied with profit. The transla- 
tions of their novels wo regard as real 
contributions to our literature. Tho only 
regret is that the work of translation had 
not been entrusted to more competent 
hands. We have recently seen in the 
new American edition of Balzac's novels 
how admirably tho spirit of a foreign 
author may ho reproduced in our lan- 
guage. Had these Russian masterpieces 
been translated with the same skill and 
fidelity, we are confident that thoy would 
have had a more assured place in popular 
regard. As it- is, faulty as thoy are in the 
English dress, no one who wishes to keep 
abreast of tho best literature of the world 
can afford to remain in ignorance of these 
noblest works of the Russian mind.

The Ottawa Free Press has the following 
in reference to this matter.

A. F. Mc In tyro and A. Ferguson repres- 
ented the claimant. A discussion took 
place as to whether the local government 
of British Columbia had power to confis- 
cate the plant and the deposit of the con- 
tractors. Mr. Mclntyre said that the 
question at, issue was whether the British 
Columbia government should pay the 
claim. A letter was read from the pre- 
mier of British Columbia, setting forth 
that Mr. McNamoe should get some re- 
turn for the plant.

The appointment of a commission 
to consider the question on submitting it 
tn arbitrators was suggested by Mr. Wei- 
don. Mr. Mclntyre said that the plant 
seized was now in the hands of the federal 
government and they were therefore re- 
sponsible, Mr. Tuppor suggested the law 
courts as thy proper place to decide the 
case, but Mr. McN'iimoe said that he paid 
so much for law that ho lyas tired of it, 
and if the committee could not do some- 
thing for him he would give it up. After 
depositing his £10,000 in the bank he 
never got principal or interest, although 
he was told he could draw interest regul- 
arly, and capital on the expiration of his 
contract. He paid all his debts in British 
Columbia and left himself without a foot 
of real estate in Montreal. The committee 
adjourned to give Mr. Mclntyre an oppor- 
tunity to consult, with Mr. McNameo as 
to the course he inl-endod pursuiug.

THE HOT SPRINGS. 

The Banff Springs tit the National Park and 
the Harrison bake Springs in B. C.-A 
Comparison of Their Merits. 

Dr. A. W. McSwain arrived down on 
Sunday night from a visit to the Banff 
and Harrison river hot springs. To a 
Colonist representative the doctor said 
that the scenery along tho route was in- 
describably grand, and ho and his wifo 
wore delighted with tho trip. Banff is 
situated among a panorama of grand and 
inspiring scenery. The Bow river fur- 
nishes a sheet of water for boating, the 
picturesque surroundings provide roman- 
tic walks, while the country comprising 
the park needs but little improvement to 
make it a most delightful resort. Dr. 
Brett's sanitarium is always filled and a 
hotel is being built to accommodate a 
large number of guests. While there is 
everything to charm and delight tho eye 
of the tourist, the doctor does not think 
it will ever become noted as a resort 
where invalids will be benefited. Dur- 
ing the day the thermometer 
registered 110' in the sun, and at four 
o'clock in the morning it was down so low 
that thin ice had formed on mountain 
pools.

100,000 gallons per day to a high level 
reservoir. 

Another method is that of cutting the 
present main at a point near the intorsec 
tion of Douglas and Queen's avenue 
and establishing there a pumping station 
to pump up to one main high level reset 
voir for the whole city, to be situate oi 
some high point up Fort street, and to 
contain about one and one-half million 
gallons per day. By cutting the city main 
at the point mentioned it could be mac 
to deliver double the quantity of water 
to he got by the method of supply first 
referred to.
